Good Vegetables 
Not General- 
ly Known. 



Rome of the moat desirable garden vege- 
tables are nrglocted by most farmers ami 
many village gardeners. Spinach should 
be planted either in the fall or the first 
thing in the spring, then it will come in 
when other greens are scarce. If this ia 
once tried you will never be without it. 
Prepare a small bed in some sunny part 
of the garden aa soon as the frost is out. 
Sow the seed and nature will do the 
rest. 

Cauliflower is anothei neglected vege- 
table. It ia almost aa eaaily grown as 
cabbage, it requirea about the same 
treatment and in many riapects is even 
more deairable. The only difficulty I 
And in growing good canliflower ia to gat 
good seed, and if ordered from some re- 
liable house there will be no trouble.

rabi. This should be sown early for 
spring and sum n er use and then later in 
the summer sow for winter. It is given 
the same treatment aa the turnip and 
possesses some of the characteristics of 
both the turnip and cabbage. 

No garden is complete without a good 
supply of celery. Sow a few seeds in a 
hot bed or in boxes in the house, then in 
July transplant to rows in the garden. 
These should be abont 1 ft apart in the row 
and the rows 4 or 5 ft apart. This can be 
set between rows of early peas or beans 
and the ground thus made to produce 

first crop is removed give thorough cul- 
tivation. For blanching, the soil may be 



thrown op about the plants, or if you 
have a few old tiles these can be slipped 
over the bunches of celery and they will 
whiten nicely. The dwarf varieties, 
such as Boaton Market and White Plume, 



A few plants of Brussels sprouts will 
be found quite an addition and as these 
are a kind of cabbage, the treatment is 
the same as for cabbage or cauliflowei. 
The plants grow from 2} to 4ft high and 
bear small heads, which are tender and 
crisp. They should be cooked or served 
abont the same aa cabbage If your family 
is fond of soups, sow a short row of okra. 
The seed should be placed a few inchea a- 
part, then later thinned to that the 
plants will be 1^ ft apart. This crop 
grows very easily and the long, tender 
seed pods will be found an excellent ad- 
dition to any soup. The pods can also 
be gathered and dried and kept for winter 



One of the very beat and least known 
garden plants ia salsify or vegetable oys- 
ter. This is very hardy and is aa eaaily 
grown as parsnips. Sow early in the 
spring in rows 12 or 14 in apart. When 
the crop is wanted for winter, take up 
late in the fall and spread in boxes and 
cover with soil. The roots will keep 
nicely until spring. They will probably 
shrivel somewhat, but when placed in 
water will regain their natuial appear- 
ance Properly cooked, some people 
prefer this to the genuine oyster. Prob- 
ably the best varieties are Mammoth

The Confederate Flag, 
The "Stars and Bars" was the first Hag 
of the Confederacy, and was adopted by 
the Confederate Congress in session at 
Montgomery. It was red, white and 
blue. The field was blue with white 
stars and there were two red bars and 
one white bar. 

The Battle Flag waa designed by Gen. 
Beauregard, and waa adopted by Gen. 
Joseph E. Johnston after the iirat battle 
ill Run, and afterwards adopted by 
the Confederate Congress. The reason 
tor the adoption of the Battle Flag waa 
that in the battle of Hull Run the origi- 
nal Stars and Bars tl«g was mistaken for 
the Stars and Stripes. The Battle Flag 
was used until the close of the war. It 
is a blue St. Andrew cross dotted with 
white stars on a field of red. 

On May 1, 1863, the Confederate Con- 
gress adopted the National Flag of the 
Confederacy, the design of the Battle 
Flag on a field of whits. On March 4, 
l w;;,, a red bar was placed in the Nation- 
al Flag. The latter was pat on because 
when the banner waa limp on the staff 
it looked like a flag of trace. 

In the first flag there were only seven 
stars, representing the seceded States. 
In the last flag there were thirteen, one 
for each State o« the Confederacy.
